ſhew what honour God himſclfe hath put pon ths 
military profeſſion : as appeareth both in this 
text,and in many other paſſages of-holy Scrip- 
tures. Here, in that he hath depured-no other 
to oder it then his own chicfe vicegerent vpon 
earch, Forit is Saul that by Gods appointment 
ordereth all the defignes and matters of warre, 


 1.S411,9.16, T will ſend thee 4 man out of Benia- 


min, to be the gowernonr of my people,and to ſaue my 
people, Plainely implying that the indicting and 
proclayming of warre; the choyce of men;and 
the deligning them to their ſeuerall places and 
offices, bclongerth onely tothe ſupreame Prince 
or Magiſtrate. And thus were the wars of Iſrael 
euer at the command of Moſes , or Toſbua, or of 
the chiefe Iudge , or of the King for the time 
being. So Moſes as King in Iſrael commanded 
loſhxah his Generall to preſſe and chuſe out of 
euery tribe a thouſand men, ro make vp an 
hoſte of tweluc thouſand againſt Midian. 


And great reaſon, For, 1. This is the moſt | 


ancient order,and moſt naturall, The firſt bat- 

tell that cuer we read of was ordered by the 

Kings : as the phraſe , Ger. 14. A
